ON THE WESTERN FRONT, 
Korea, Nov. 29—For a little while 
yesterday, NBC Correspondent 
John Rich and I had exclusive 
possession of the biggest story in 
the world—the end of the Korean 
War. 

John and I, two ex-Marines 
from the last war and friends of 
long standing, left the press train 
at Munsan, near the United Na- 
tions peace camp, for a tour of 
the front lines. We wanted to 
find out for ourselves if estab- 
liskment of a cease-fire line had 
resulted in what is called a de 
facto truce. 

We hadn’t driven 10 miles be- 
fore we came to an American 
tank outfit parked alongside the 
road. I suggested we stop and 
talk with them. We climbed 
over a barbed wire barricade just 
in time to hear Lt. Keith Meyer 
of Los Angeles, Calif., call his 
platoon together. 

Tells of Cease-Fire Order. 

“Men,” said Meyer, “there's 
been an order for an immediate 
cease-fire. There will be no 
more shooting except in self- 
defense or in defense of our main 
line of resistance.” i 

I looked at John. He was work- 
ing quietly and furiously to get 
his tape recorder going. 

“Are there any questions?” 
asked Meyer, a 24-year-old vet- 
eran of 12 months in Korea. 

“Sir,” asked John W. Williams, 
21, Savannah, Ga., “does that 
mean they have completed the 
armistice or just a temporary 
one?”

Since Bawled Out. 

I am told that Brenmag has 
since been bawled out for giving 
us this information. This order 
went to at least 60,000 men in 
the space of a few hours. Sixty 
thousand men can’t keep a secret. 

Of course my exclusive was no 
longer exclusive. In fact, I was 
beaten by the news agencies on 
my own story, chiefly because of 
the censors. 

It was a curious kind of peace 
that settled over the Western 
front yesterday. It came with a 
whisper. I drove more than 100 
miles and covered three divisions 
and heard no rifle fire, no 
machine-gun fire. 

I did hear some artillery boom- 
ing away in the distance, but not 
much of -that. 

It gave me a funny feeling. I 
have been covering this war since 
it started. And this was the 
quietest day I had spent at the 
front since the war began in June 
1950. 

Chaplain Holds Services. 

Two miles up the road from the 
division headquarters where I 
talked to Maj. Brenman, Charley 
Company held its hill looking 
straight down on frozen Imjin. 
At the foot of the hill a small 
group of men sat bare-headed on 
the ground while Chaplain How- 
ard W. Marshall, of Morrisville, 
Pa., held services.

Dean Hall Outlines Steps to 
Faculty of Liberal Arts 
College. 


Steps for prevention of cheat- 
ing were outlined to teachers in 
the College of Liberal Arts at 
Washington University yesterday 
as the aftermath of the breakup 
of a student cheating ring. 

Presenting , recommendations 
based on the views of department 
chairmen, Dean Thomas Hall sug- 
gested that each department de- 
velop a procedure for safeguard- 
ing examination questions before 
their presentation in class. The 
procedure should protect. the 
original draft of the questions, 
the stencil and the mimeographed 
copies prepared in advance, he 
pointed out. . : 

Proper seating, such as placing 
unoccupied chairs between stu- 
dents, and efficient proctoring 
are essential in administration of 
all examinations, Dean Hall stat- 
ed, adding that the primary pur- 
pose of proctoring should be pre- 
ventian of cheating rather than 
getting incriminating evidence. 
Completed examination papers 
must. be safeguarded and grade 
books must be kept secure, the 
teachers were told. 

The recommendations were 
more in the nature of reminders 
to maintain standard practices 
than suggestions for new precau- 
tions. Prevention of cheating 
came up for discussion at a fac- 
ulty meeting because five stu- 
dents recently were expelled for 
using a master key to enter of- 
fices and get an advancé look at 
test questions. 
| “The recommendations are 
|based on the belief that there are 
\no cfreumstances under which 
cheating can be condoned,” Dean 
Hall stated.

HE Missouri Pacific Railroad went into bank- 

ruptcy on March,31, 1933. Nineteen years 
later it is still there. 

The Erie Railroad in which Alleghany Corpo- 
_ Yation also had a substantial interest, went into 

bankruptcy in 1938 and came out in‘1941, demon- 
Strating that when security holders are treated 
fairly railroad reorganization can function expe- 
“ditiously. The Erie was a lonely exception among 
many railroad reorganizations. 

Section 77 of the Bankruptcy Act was 
amended in 1936 to expedite railroad reorganiza- 
tions, and to prevent unjust forcclosure of security 
holders during the aftermath of the depression. 

Section 5 of the Interstate Commerce Act 
was designed by Congress to prevent interlocking 
control of competing carriers except when found 
to be in the public interest. 

- Some seventeen railroad reorganizations have 
come to fruition in a way that has insured their 
dominance by a closely knit and destructive New 
. York Financial Group, and has “irrevocably wiped 

out the savings of hundreds of thousands of Amer- 
ican families” to use the exact words of a Senate 


Report. 


Congress Comes to the Rescue 


Congress became increasingly aware of the 
flagrant abuses of the destructive New York 
Financial Group in these reorganizations, as is 
evidenced by such language as the following Which 
appeared in the Senate Committee on Interstate 
CommercesReport, April 11, 1944, accompanying 
Senate Bill $1253 relating to railroad reorganiza- 
tion: 

“More than a year ago members of this come 
mittee became aware that conditions had arisen in 
railroad bankruptcy procedures which were seriously 
affecting and disadvantageous to the public interest 
end contrary to sound public policy. 

“, .« The analysis of these data made it clear 
that not only had railroad reorganizations continued 
in the courts for 8, 10, 12 and even 14 years with a 
tremendous consequent drain on railroad properties 
for wholly unnecessary legal and banking expenses, 
but also indicated quite clearly that one of the 
greatest forfeitures of property values in the modern 
history of this Nation was taking place... — 

“A small number of Wall Street banking houses 
and insurance companies who own, in the major 
roads in bankrupt¢y on which they testified, not more 
than 10% of all bond issues being reorganized, will 
become temporarily the owners and in any case exere 
cise far into the futu?e complete control and domi- 
nation of a substantial portion of the railroad mileage 
of the United States . 

“The problem is pressing because, if something 
{s not.duneand done quickly—two great wrongs 
which cannot be righted subsequently will have been 
carried to fruition: 

(a) the savings of hundreds of thousands of 
American families will have been irrevoce 
ably wiped out (in fact, $850,000, 000 ‘of such 
investments already have been wiped out be- 
yond recall); and 

{b) an additional large part of the Nation's 
railroads will fall under control of a half 
dozen powerful New York Financial insti 
tutions” oo. 

So, on April 9, 1948, Congtess enacted the 
Mahaffie Act to specifically direct the ICC to re- 
view and revise pending reorganization plans in 
the light of changed conditions. 

Despite these stern warnings by Congress 
tiie N, Y, Financial Group stubbornly adheres to 
{ts ‘destructive position saying, in effect: 


The Pablic Interest and Congress Be Damned! 


We will now show you how their deal is being 
dealt in the Missouri Pacific; who will be bene- 
fitted and who is being hurt. 


Two Competing Carriers 
Operated Out of a Single Law Office 


Judge George H. Moore of the U. S. District 
Court, St. Louis, Missouri, former Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue, on Dec. 26, 1944, confirmed Frank 

as scle Trustee of the St. Louis-San 

cisco Railway, operating out of St. Louis, and 

) permitted his brother, Guy, to remain as sole 

Trustee of the MissouriePacific, also operating out 

of St. Louis and competing with the Frisco. Thus, 

these two competing carriers have since been op- 
erated out of the same law office. 


Congress 


Throughout the bankruptcies the two Thomp- 
son brothers and the New York Financial Group 
have consistently taken the same side. 


When the Frisco came ouf of Bankruptcy in 
1947, Frank Thompson became Chairman of its 
new Board of Directors, with the backing of the 
New York Group. though he has continued at the 
practice of law just as he did all through the 
bankruptcy. Mr. Thompson was 67 years of age 
when he was elected to this position four years 
ago, although 65 is the retirement age for execu- 
tives on most railroads: He continues to occupy 
that position at the age of 71. 

It has been said in St. Louis railroad circles 
that Mr. Guy Thompson, with the -backing of the 
same Financial Group, is to be Chairman of the 
Missouri Pacific if it comes out of reorganization 
during his lifetime. He is 76 years of age. As 
you will see later, still a third pensioner was 
dumped on the staff of these two railroads by the 
New York Group—a form of feather-bedding that 
must be as obnoxious to the better element in 
the railroad business as, it is to those in banking. 
It is this type of finagling with railroad boards 
that is answerable for many faults of railroad 
operation, not the least being the impending col- 
lapse of its passenger equipment and service. 

To date the Thompson brothers and their law 
firm have received directly from the two rail- 
roads over $1,000,000 in salaries and legal fees. 


The Missouri Pacifie Casualty List 


We do not know what other MOP security 


holders paid for their stocks and bonds but we 
do know what Alleghany paid. Alleghany paid 
$79,000,000 for 523,000 shares of common stock, 
194,000 shares of preferred stock and $11 million 
in Convertible bonds. These facts belie the per- 
sistent party line of the New York Group to the 
effect that, “except for Alleghany, a shoe string 
operator, there has been no real opposition” to 
their schemes. Alleghany in its turn had 25,000 
common stockholders, 9,000 preferred stockhold- 
ers and tens of thousands of bondholders. 

Taking into account MOP securities held by 
fiduciaries, such as Alleghany, for the benefit of 
others, it is safe to say that at least one million 
persons are being unnecessarily and unjustifiably 
hurt in the Missouri Pacific proceedings. Insur- 
ance company fiduciaries, cooperating with the 
New York Group, have seemed eager to accept 
the obviously inadequate treatment offered by 
the ICC. 


Something Rotten On the Face of It 


It is to secure relief under the Mahaffie Act 

that we are appearing here before the ICC. 

Insurance Company fiduciaries also repre- 
senting even the most senior bondholders will 
appear here tomorrow urging their readiness to 
accept less than par and accrued interest on their 
claims when the MOP treasury is spilling: over 
with accumulated cash and the road has enjoyed 
many long years of record-breaking earnings. Is 
there not something rotten on the face of it when 
a fiduciary urges that he receive less for his Trust 
than that to which he is entitled and which is 
available? 

There will be before the Commission such 
Striking and shocking ‘evidence as the following: 

Away back on February 16, 1931, the Com- 
mission authorized the sale of $61,000,000 First 
& Refunding 5% bonds of the MOP, stating that 
their issuance was “compatible with the public 
interest.” 

Then the Missouri Pacific had only $2,000,000 
in cash. Today it has $90,000,000 in cash and Gov- 
ernment Bonds. 

Away-back then it had $537 million in prop- 
erty accounts. Now it has $706 million. 

, During the ten years preceding the Commis- 
sion’s approval of the $61 million bond issue the 
interest on the entire $223 million dollar series 
of First and Refunding bonds was earned an 
average of twice over. During the past, ten years 
this interest was earned an average of more than 
four times over. 

Yet, the New York Financial Group in its 
plan of reorganization says that the property and 
earnings of the Missouri Pacific will not support 
these bonds, which they themselves paid sub- 
stantial banking commissions to acquire upon 
their issuance twenty years ago.

The Strategic Objective 


Of course the Insurance Companys’ executives 
have nothing personally to lose by thus urging 
away the bondholder’s rights because they are 
only fiduciaries. Indeed, if you will examine the 
intricacies of all the Plans they have advanced 
over these costly years, you will find that these 
fiduciaries have on the contrary, something to 
gain by letting their policyholders make a sacrifice 
of their collateral; for, all their plans have been 
carefully laid, and stubbornly adhered to, to see 
that the New York Financial Group comes out 
with the right to name the first board of directors 
of the reorganized railroad—yet the institutions 
concerned own but a tiny and constantly shrinking 
fraction of the road’s securities. 

Consider all the patronage in banking, sup- 
plying and lawyering that’ goes with this right 
which can only come from squeezing out the 
present owners. An owner sees that the banking, 
the supplying and the lawyering is awarded on 
its merits. A banker, on the contrary, if he is 
loyal to his customers and his stockholders, sees 
that such favors are awarded to those who recipro- 
cate to the bank. The cost to the railroad of such 
abuse of patronage is as unimportant to the fidu- 
ciary’s pocketbook as it is important to the owner’s 
pocketbook. Clearly, bankers should not seek 
such conflicting positions at the expense of owners. 


Is the Banking Community 
Inviting New Legislation? 


We deplore government regulation but fear 
background such as the above may invite legisla- 
tion requiring the separation of the Banking func- 
tion from the Trustee function, just as in 1933, the 
Commercial Banking function had to be separated 
from the Investment Banking functions, because 
of the flexibility of conscience that develops under 
the strain of such obvious conflicts—<conflicts the 
Banking community should seek to avoid, not seek. 


Nor, could there be a better background than 
the following for legislation prohibiting the inter- 


locking of directors between banks and insurance — 


companies. For example, 20 out of the 25 direc- 
tors of the Metropolitan Life Insurance Company 
are either bankers or bank directors. Is there 
any wonder that the bank trustees and the insure 
ance company executives cooperate in cornering 
for the banks the vast volume of patronage that 
policyholders investments throw off. 


One is reluctant to make such observations 
as the foregoing for they are uncomplimentary to 
the banking community which generally has the 
highest standards of ethics, but the penalty to any 
industry for failing to police its less ethical mi- 
nority is apt to be policing by the Government. 


Directors Without Visible Means of Support 


On this subject of Control, and the right to 
name the first board of directors, let us see how 
hard the New York Group has fought to retain 
for its nominees this labor and responsibility for 
which they receive no visible means of support. 
It is a service that in some cases involves irksome 
‘travel and the giving up of one’s regular occupa- 
tion two or three days each month, all for a 
nominal fee of a few dollars. 


Control at any Price 


In the first, or 1940 Plan, the New York 
Financial Group set up the kind of a scheme for 
Missouri Pacific that they had been getting away 
with in other railroad reorganizations—a Voting 
Trust. This device, which deprives a stockholder 
of the right to select the management of his own 
property and lodges that right in the Voting 
Trustee, created such a smell back in the “roar- 
ing twenties” that public opinion forced even 
Richard Whitney, President of the New York 
Stock Exchange, to outlaw voting trust certifitates 
for Stock Exchange listing. Despite the Public's 
objection to voting trusts, the Financial Group. 
arranged a scheme for the Missouri Pacific by 
which five voting trustees were to be named for 
ten years. 

Three of these five trustees were to be named 
by the First and Refunding Committee. This Com- 
mittee was really none other than John W. Sted: 
man, of the Prudential Insurance Co., and Harry 
Hagerty, of.the Metropolitan Life Insurance Co., 
whose associates were already entrenched in some 
seventeen other railroad bankruptcies, flouting 


‘Alleghany Corporation 


the spirit, if not the letter, of Section 5 of the 
Interstate Commerce Act. Stedman, by the way, 
having been retired by the Prudential’s old age 
retirement fund in 1946 is now at the age of 71 
Chairman of the Executive Committee of the 
Frisco, aforementioned. 

When you have three trustees out of five the 
other two are unimportant, but to be safe, rather 
than to let the owners name these, the others were 


_to be named by other members of the Financial 
“Group. 


Alleghany defeated the 1940 Plan as giving 
inadequate treatment to all. classes of security 
holders. It also publicly attacked the Voting Trust. 

In the next, or 1944 Plan, the Financial Group 
countered the Alleghany attack by meaningless 
concessions: the Voting Trust was to be limited to 
five years, and the Trustees to three. 

Although the 1944 Plan offered much better 
treatment for all bondholders than the 1940 Plan, 
Alleghany again defeated the 1944 Plan on the 
same ground—as again giving inadequate treat- 
ment to all classes of securities. It again directed 
the public’s attention to the voting trust, only 
slightly less unaromatic than before. 


The Present Plan and Why it Will Again be Defeated 


In the present plan, which we propose to des 
feat, as being again inadequate, the Financial 
Group and its associates already twice defeated, 
decided to give up the voting trust which had made 
them too vulnerable to our attack. After all, there 
is more than one way to skin a eat. This time, the 
first board of directors is to consist of fifteen, of 
whom twelve are to be named by the Financial 
Group. 

This first board, of course, will name ensuing 
boards. - So, after three setbacks, the stubborn 
Group still persists in a scheme just as good, 
really, as the voting trust they originally and sin- 
fully conceived.

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Deeper and Farther 


City by city the tax scandals erupted this year 
into a story of wholesale corruption. Now, city 
by city, outright firings and embarrassed resig- 
nations suggest a wholesale cleansing of the 
nation’s biggest business—the Interna] Revenue 
Bureau. 

The new commissioner of this bureau, John 
B. Dunlap, has announced the ousting of 30 
more employes. President Truman, personally 
fired the Internal Revenue Collector in San 
Francisco, James G. Smyth. 


In short, at Jeast 49 bureau employes have 


left the tax bureau under fire since the tax 


scandals began. These include three colectors 
who were fired, three who resigned (including 
two now under indictments) and 43 others who 
got out of office or were told to get out. 


The latest 31 dismissals offer a map of bu- 
reaucratic chicanery. Some of those dismissed 
are from New York. That is where one collector 
understated his own income and made huge 
profits on “outside” business. Some are from 
San Francisco.- That is where the California 
Crime Commission dug out a mess of crooked- 
ness and incompetence. 


Others are from Nashville, where a grand 
jury indicted a bevy of tax evaders. One is from 
St. Louis, where former Collector James P. Fin- 
negan is under charges of accepting bribes. 

om *” * 


Yet the map goes further, into hidden corners 
and unsuspected places. It touches Newark, N.J.; 
Fargo, N.D., and Harrison, Ark. So the cleanup 
that began with the press, congressional com- 
mittees and crime investigators, and went ahead 
against official lack of interest and denials, now 
proceeds cross-country. 


The scalpel has cut at the very top. In June, 
George Schoeneman resigned as Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue, for reasons of health. In 
August Daniel Bolich resigned as Assistant Com- 
missioner for reasons of'health. In October Car- 
roll Mealey resigned as deputy commissioner 
for reasons of health. It seemed that bad health 
among the officials cleared the way for improv- 
ing health in the bureau. For Commissioner 
Dunlap so far has done a determined job of 
surgery. 

No doubt this is what President Truman told 
him to do. The Republican party was in a posi- 
tion to use the tax scandals as a 1952 political 
issue. For a while it seemed that the Adminis- 
tration would try to ride out the plague. The 
current cleanup is exactly what should have been 
ordered in the first place, nor should it stop now. 


But in the end, to make sure ‘of the disposal 
of individual ineptness and plain grafting in tax 
matters, the bureau should finally be removed 
from politics. The two former collectors now 
facing bribe charges were appointed by the 
President. So were the other four collectors who 
are suddenly out of office. So are all the collec- 
tors in 64 offices. 

7 . ‘ 

In short, the men named to direct the offices 
are subject to the whims of political patronage. 
There is no guarantee of their fitness or experi- 
ence. There is no security for a good man. And 
too many have come to regard their work as a 
part-time “three hours a day” sideline. Finnegan 
was that sort. 

Yet the Bureau of Internal Revenue is mixed 
deep in the affairs of 60,000,000 Americans. This 
year it will collect more than $60,000,000,000 
from them. It is the Government’s largest busi- 
ness, and the largest money collector in the 
world. 

When so immense a bureau is riddled by 
charges of graft, bribery, fixing, dodging, extor- 
tion and other malignancies, the public’s confi- 
dence in the whole tax system is shattered. 
Worse, confidence in the Government is under- 
mined. For it used to be thought by the farmer 
in the field or the mechanic in the shop that 
whatever happened in local politics, Uncle Sam 
was above reproach. 

That belief needs to be firmly recovered. It 
can be recovered only if, as a beginning, all the 
abscess is removed from the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue, and if the bureau is then inoculated 
against partisan politics. 
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Low Stuff in Ohio 


There was some low-level senatorial campaign- 
ing in Ohio last year not unlike that in Mary- 
land. But; as the Senate inquiry into the Taft- 
Ferguson campaign shows, it was the Demo- 
cratic side which stooped to the dirty business 
of circulating a picture designed to mislead 
the voters. 

Back in 1936, Robert A. Taft, then not even 
a member of the Senate, was photographed for 
a magazine in a group with Communist Earl 
Browder. “Jumping Joe” Ferguson, the Demo- 
cratic nominee against Senator Taft last year, 
told the investigating committee this week that 
this picture was used all over Ohio last Novem- 
ber. 

The purpose was to suggest that “Mr. Repub- 
lican” moved in company with the former 
Communist nominee for President. This was 
of course ridiculous and nobody believed it as 
the 400,000 lead for Senator Taft showed. 


On a strict comparison the Maryland trick 
was the worse of the two since the campaigners 
for G.O.P. Senator John Marshall Butler cir- 
culated a fake picture which put Millard Tydings 
and Browder together in a so-called “composite 
photograph.” Both were below the belt and a 
reproach to the individuals and parties which 
condoned them. 
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About Some Money 

An evening or two ago, the man next door 
asked us in to show us some old coins he had 
‘just bought. He thought they were great bar- 
gains. There was a shekel of Tyre for which 
he had paid $17.50, a silver drachm of Tarentum 
with Athene’s head on one side and-her ow] on 
the other which he got for $3.75, a Roman de- 
narius more than 2000 years old which he had 
picked up for a mere $1.75. 


Well, we have enough trouble keeping up with 
contemporary foreign exchange values in these 
days of inflation and devaluation without fig- 
uring out what a dollar would have been worth 
to the late J. Caesar. So we were no help at 
appraising these bargains. But we did do a lit- 
tle thinking as we fingered the eagles and the 
emperors’ profiles on this old silver. 


That denarius might have been soldier’s pay 
for one of the legionnaires who turned the Ro- 
man Republic into the Roman Empire. Or it 
might have gone to a centurion on Hadrian's 
Wall, a bit of silver for some quick work with 
the broad sword against Picts out to steal some 
English sheep or some English wheat. 


The shekel might have been in the leather 


purse of a Phonecian trader as he steered his 


purple-sailed ship between the pillars of Her- 
cules and up the stormy, rocky coast of an al- 
most unknown Europe in quest of British tin. 
Or it might have been one of the 30 pieces of 


silver paid to one Judas Iscariot in the most 
regretted bargain in all history.  —- 

Maybe they dig up old coins in Italian vine- 
yards and Greek olive orchards as our farmers’ 
plows turn up Indian arrowheads.

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Gen. Willoughby’s Howl 


Maj. Gen. Charles A. Willoughby, retired, was 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur's chief of intelligence 
in the Far East. Any criticism of Gen. Mac- 
Arthur’s military intelligence in Korea—or lack 
of it—was a criticism of Gen. Willoughby. Since 
the MacArthur intelligence was widely criticized 
as being faulty in connection with the U.N. 
advance to the Yalu, the conclusion that the 
Red Chinese would not enter the war and other 
matters, Gen. Willoughby was in effect also 
widely criticized. 


This retired officer now follows his former 
chiefs in hitting back at his critics. He says in a 
long and bitter article in Cosmopplitan maga- 
zine, a Hearst publication,.that some of the most 
outstanding of the war reporters and press con 
mentators—men. like Homer Bigart and Hal 
Boyle, whose dispatches have appeared in this 


newspaper—were “inaccurate, biased and preju- . 


diced” in their reporting of the Korean war. 
Gen. Willoughby calls these men “ragpickers of 
modern literature,” “journalistic soothsayers,” 
“careless chroniclers” and “jittery experts.” 


Debate with Gen. Willoughby obviously would 
be as fruitless as debate with the ousted Gen. 
MacArthur. The latter defends himself in vir- 
tually every speech he makes. Clearly he will 
go on defending himself against the Commander- 
in-Chief and the Joint Chiefs of Staff so long 
as he lives. The press is free and Gen. Willough- 
by is entitled to his say in print. Getting a lot of 
people to aecept his statement of the situation is 
another matter. Too many people know how 
wrong he was in his “estimate of the situation” 
in Korea. 

The best that can be said of the Willoughby 
article is that it makes a bad situation worse.

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To Know Each Other * 


Many people are thinking nowadays that 
knowing each other better is a contribution to 
peace, and Tokiko Matsudaira’s father is one of 
them. While Fulbright scholarships take Ameri- 
cans abroad to mingle with the peoples of other 
countries, and bring people from other countries 
here to mingle with Americans, Tokiko is doing 
her bit by growing up in New York City. 

Koto Matsudaira, her father, was first secre- 
tary of the Japanese embassy at Washington at 
the time of Pearl Harbor, and was interned. 
Several months ago he conceived the idea of 
sending his only child, who since has turned 7, 
to the United States, to grow up here and learn 
the ways of democracy and to take them back 
to Japan. So Tokiko has left her father in Tokyo, 
and come to New York to live with the family 
of Murray Sprung, a lawyer who met her father 
when prosecuting war criminals in Japan. 


By an odd coincidence, at about the same 
time the story of Tokiko was being published, 
a party of 15 Japanese newsmen was in St. 
Louis on a tour sponsored by the United States 
Army. The leader of the party, Tonao Senda, 
of Jiji Press, Ltd., one of the two big Japanese 
news agencies, was saying that he would like 
to bring his family—the Sendas have two small 
sons—to the United States to live for a couple 
of fears some time, in the interest of their inter- 
national-mindedness. 


It is good to know that not all the ideas that 
are gcing around the world are ideas’ of hatred 
and fear, as in some dark moments they seem 
to be. There are ideas of understanding and 
liking that are in motion among the continents, 
too, and we agree with the Matsudairas and the 
Sendas that they begin with where all human 
relationships begin — where two people meet 
each other. 
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Inhuman Business in Tennessee 

It is a pathetic story which was told by the 
Mexican farm laborers who trudged 100 miles 
from a Tennessee plantation to Memphis to 
lodge their complaint with the Mexican consul- 
general. They told of being brought more than 
a thousand miles in open trailer trucks, of being 
housed in cold barracks with only one water 
faucet for cooking, drinking, and bathing, of be- 
ing underpaid, and of being jailed for attempting 
to leave the place. 


About 100 Mexicans have so far reached Mem- 
phis and their complaints have been made the 
subject of a joint Mexican-American investiga- 
tion conducted by Consul-General Angel Cano 
and W. O. Crittenden of the Labor Department’s 
division of employment security. The Mexicans 
are to be returned to their homes by bus. 


Whether they were entitled to better pay, bet- 
ter housing and better treatment under the con- 
tract negotiated in their behalf is one of the 
questions which must be investigated. But aside 
from this, the incident calls new attention to the 
plight of these migratory workers in the United 
States. There is no adequate machinery to pre- 
vent their exploitation. And they are in even 
worse position if they happen to be ‘“wetbacks,” 
illegally in this country. , 


A presidential commission recently reported 
on the plight of these workers, but Congress 
did not see fit to do much to better it. The com- 
mission also pointed out that these migratory 
workers were not really heeded in the United 
States, that they were actually used to under- 
cut native farm workers. Perhaps they mean 
bigger profits for those large-scale farmers who 
employ them, but their exploitation is a dirty 
way of making money. If some of them are really 
needed, they are worthy of their hire. 

The Tennessee story, when it is told in Mex- 
ico, will be no contribution to international 
good will.

Peace by Declaration 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Trouble with U.N. is that Russia will not abide by its spirit; this 
makes mere declarations against war or armament uscless and mis- 
leading; way to peace is to attack political disputes which lead to 
war; when world can minimize these, it will not need peace pacts.

The chief trouble with the United Na- 
tions, as a good many people have pointed 
out, is that Russia is unwilling to abide 
by its spirit. If the world were not divided 
into two warring camps, they say, then 
the U.N. could achieve its dream of world 
peace. 

But the dilemma of the U.N. is that if 
there were no Russia-—if Russia were not 
what it is—there would be no great prob- 
lem of the U.N. as a peace-maker. The 
means of preserving peace would then be 
very simple. 

It is this same dilemima that confronts 
and renders pointless the more fervent 
peace proposals that have been put for- 
ward recently to dazzle hopes. It is the 
chief trouble with the “Big Three” dis- 
armament proposal and with the plea by 
India for a “no war” declaration by the 
United States, France, Britain—and Russia. 

What point is there to a “no war” 
declaration so long as the East and the 
West are at dagger’s point? Such a dec- 
laration would have meaning only so long 
as it suited each of the parties. 

If the Soviet Union is bent upon aggres- 
sion, as some people think it is, its signa- 
ture on ‘a non-aggression pact would be 
about as valid as Hitler's. If it is not, then 
a-“‘no war” declaration would be a happy 
thing to have but it would not be neces- 
sary. 

All this is equally true of proposals to 
disarm. The clashes of interest between 
Russia and the Western world have not 
come about because of the armaments on 
either sidé. The arming has come because 
of the clashes of interest. 

Both the Indian peace proposal and the 
“Big Three” disarmament plan, it seems 
to us, stem from the “legalistic” approach. 
This is the perfectly useless idea that the 
world can be brought to peace by a law 
of an international tribunal or. a “con- 


tract” not to make swords. And this idea 
can be worse than useless if it encourages 
false hopes or persuades nations to look 
for peace in the wrong places. : 

But if peace declarations and disarma- 
ment plans cannot give us peace, what 
hope is there? Well, no one can deny that 
it is discouraging. No one is going to be 
very hopeful. Yet the situation need not 
be hopeless. 

The way toward peace is to attack the 
political differences which make nations 
resort to war as instruments of national 
policy and arm to gain those instruments. 

If the political differences between the 
East and the West could be settled—or, 


what is more possible, minimized to a rea-. 


sonable level so that it would be to the 
best interests of Russia as well as the rest 
of the world to avoid war—if that could 
be done, the rest would follow. There 
would be no need for declaration or for 
formalized disarmament. 

There are some who will say that to 
hope for a settlement of political differ- 
ences with Russia is about as naive as to 
hope for results from disarmament. For 
our part, we do not think so. 

It is not necessary that all of the dif- 
ferences be settled. The United States, 
for instance, has many differences with 
nations with which it lives in peace. 

To live together peaceably it is only 
necessary that differences be resolved to 
the point where remaining disputes seem 
less important than the dangers of war. 
What is necessdry is not perfect agree- 
ment, but only a method of living together. 

Perhaps to hope for this is also naive, 
but at least it offers a way to peace and 
so far as we can see, the only way.

Less in Coins and More in Bills

No wonder small change is so scarce 
there's not enough for phones, parkin 
meters, vending machines and re 
stores—there is only a little over $10 
worth of coins for each person in the 
United States today, or the same amount 
as there was per capita in 1900. Mean- 
while the amount of paper or “folding 
money” in circulation per capita has in- 
créased from $17 in 1900 to $170 in 
1951. © 

A century and a half ago, in 1800, there 
was~only about $5 in money for each 
person in the United States to buy and 
sell and rent with; $2 out of every $3 was 
in hard coins, and $1 was paper. By 1900 
there was $27 in circulation per capita; 
nearly two thirds of it—$17—was paper. 
Today there is slightly over $180 of cur- 
rency in use per capita, only 1/18 of it coin 
and 17/18 paper. 

Historically wars have ballooned the 
money supply, the report points out. Print- 
ing greenbacks. to help finance the Civil 
War was the main factor in nearly tripling 
total currency in circulation—from just 
under $450,000,000 in 1860 to $1,200,000,- 
000 in 1865. World War I boosted the 
amount of currency in circulation from 
less than three and one-half billion dollars 


in 1914 to nearly five and one-half billion 
dollars in 1920. 

World War II made by far the greatest 
increase, however; total paper money and 
coin quadrupled, from seven hillion dollars 
in 1939 to nearly 29 billion dollars by the 
end of 1946. Over 21 billion dollars in 
new paper mcney was printed and issued 
in this period. Meanwh:le total “hard” 
money is up just a billion over prewar. 

Even with the enormous increase in 
paper money, actual eurrency takes care 
of only about one tenth of our commercial 
needs today. ,Whereas nearly all money 
transactions in the early years of the Re- 
public were handled in coin, today out 
of every $100 in commercial transactions 
in the U.S. only $10 worth of currency is 
used, compared with $90 in checks. | 

Though bank checks substitute more and 
more for paper money, the need for coins 
has multiplied. Myriads of new 
machines, parking meters and 
phones eat coins by the carload, 
them out of circulation 10 to

An urzent situaiion wherein 
attendiznce at Public High 
League sports events is steadily 
decreasing while the cost of ath- 
letics has continued to rise, is 
the subject of a survey being 
made by a special committee of 
school officials, League Manager 
Walter Williams said today.

: Expenses of the league organi- 
zation include payment of game 
officials, printing of tickets, tro- 
phies and medals, ushers, and 
numerous other services. 

The Board of Education per- 
‘mits the league to operate as an 
independent unit. Its chief aid 
td interscholastic sports is the 
.Mhaintenance of Public Schools 
Stadium, renting of the St. Louis 
University Gymnasium for basket- 
ball, and payment of $2.75 per 
hour overtime to teachers em- 
ployed as head coaches. Other- 
wise, all expenses must be borne 
by the schools through ticket 
sales. 

‘L. H. Markland, athletic direc- 
tor at Central, said that season 
ticket sales for basketball at his 
school fell from 740 in 1948 to 
335 last year. Tickets are one dol- 

each. . 

At Southwest, which has an en- 
rollment of about 1600, only 185 
tickets were sold last year. These 
are typical examples. 

Causes for Attendance Drop. 

Several reasons have been sug- 
gested for the decline in student 
attendance at games. Preliminary 
surveys by school athletic offi- 
cials have indicated that far more 
students aré employed on Satur- 
day afternoons and nights, when 
many league games are played, 
than in other years. One teacher 
at Cleveland said that nearly half 
of the students there have part 
time jobs.

Generally it will cover all sales 
of steel after it leaves the mills. 

Mill prices since January have 
been fixed under a_ voluntary 
agreement between the “Govern- 
ment and the industry. The mills 
agteed not to increase prices 
without giving the Government 
advance notice. Specific types of 
steel were listed.

The making and baking of fruit 
cake is one of the most pleasant 
anticipations of the holiday sea- 


Sson. The cake, whether light or 


dark, is a cross between a pud- 
ding and a confection and should 
be crammed with fruit and nuts. 
Since it is quite a task to prepare 


the fruit, it might be pieasant to 
make a family project of at least 
this past of the cake making. 
The secret of good fruit cake 
is the long, slow baking. It is 
also a good idea to line the pans 
with three or four thicknesses of 
waxed paper. This prevents over- 
baking of the outside of the cake. 
This hard brown crust may also 
he avoided by setting ‘a shaliow 
pan of hot water in the oven dur- 
ing the first part of the baking. 
Fruit cake is best when it has 
“ripened” property. This

Cover 
with brown paper, set in a pan 
of water for the first hour of 
baking. Bake in a very slow oven 
(275 degrees) for two hours. Cool. 
To store wrap in waxed paper or 
foil. Keep in refrigerator and

Cream 
butter until smooth and plastic. 
Add grated lemon rind, then 
sugar gradually, creaming until 
mixture is light and fluffy. Beat 
in egg yolks. Stir lemon juice 
into milk. Add to egg mixture. 
Sift the remaining one and one- 
half cups flour with the baking 
powder and salt. Stir into egg 
mixture. Fold in the: egg whites 
which have been beaten stiff, but 
not dry. Add batter to fruit mix- 
ture. Mix and stir until thorough- 
ly blended. Grease pans lightly 
and line twice with heavy ‘waxed 
paper. This mixture will make 
either four cakes 712x334x2% 
inches, or two cakes 834x414x2% 
inches. Divide mixture evenly and 
press into pans, leveling tops. If 
desired, decorations of candied 
fruit and nuts can be placed on 
top of batter before baking. Bake 
in slow oven (275 degrees) until 
done, about 2 hours for the small 
cakes, or about 242 hours for the 
larger cakes. Cool cakes in pans 
about ten minutes, then turn out 
on racks and place right side up 
again to finish cooling. Keep in 
cool place until ready to use.

All Victims Were on 
Trawler Rammed by 
_ Tanker—Vessel ‘Flips 
: ee Like a Fish,’Sinks.

| BOSTON, 
teen fishermen of a 17-man crew 
perished last night when the 10,- 
000-ton tanker Ventura smashed 
into the stern quarter of the 170- 
ton trawler Lynn in Boston har- 
bor. None of the 50 crewmen on 


the Texas Oil Company tanker | 


was injured. 


The sea was calm and the night 
clear at the scene of the crash— 
a 500-yard wide channel only six 
miles. fron» the Boston fish pier. 

Coast Guard observers said 13 
of. the victims went down with 
the trawler, “trapped in its steel 
hull like sardines in a can” while 
eating their evening meal or 
working in the engine room. 

The other four were taken from 
the water by one of several boats 
in the vicinity, but two died later 
in a hospital. 

~o "Little Warning. 

Capt. J. Carl McNamara, 41 
years old, of Medford, one of the 
survivors, said the crash came 
with such little warning that he 
did not even have time to give 
an abandon ship. order. 

Helmsman John J. King, 40, of 
Winthrop, the other survivor, 
said the Lynn went down in about 
a minute. “The ship flipped over 
like a fish,” he said. 

S. O. Pederson of Port Arthur, 
Tex., skipper of the tanker, told 
the Coast Guard the fishing ves- 
sel “cut across our bow... and 
we rammed her.” 

Both vessels were outward 
bound—the Lynn for Georges 
Bank, 180 miles east of Boston, 
and the Ventura for Philadelphia 
after discharging gasoline here. 

Within minutes after the col- 
lision, 15 Coast Guard vessels 
were dispatched to ‘the scene to 
join fishing boats already search- 
ing for survivors or bodies. 

From overhead, a Coast Guard 
plane dropped flares to light up 
the area. 

Relatives at Pier. 

About 50 relatives and friends 
of the Lynn’s‘crewmen gathered 
at the fish pier looking out at the 
seene, They could see the ships 
there silhoueted against the clear 
Sky by tne flares. 

Some became hysterical when, 
after several long hours, only 
four of the Lynn’s crew were 
brought ashore. They seemed®to 
sense that no more would be 
brought in alive. 

All the Lynn’s crewmen were 
residents of greater Boston. 

Thirty-five children were left 
fatherless by the sinking. ~* 

George Proctor, 53, was the 
father of eight children. John 
W. McNamara, 45, James Hayes, 
46, and Alfred Malcolm, 55, were 
éach the father of five. 

The four children of John J. 
Rogers, 47, also are motherless. 
The youngest child, John dr., is 
18 years old. 

Thomas Marchand, 37, was the 
father of three, the youngest 15 
months old. Joseph R. McDonald, 
65, was the father of two. Three 
other men who perished were the 
fathers of one child each.

He announced also that he will 
confer with officials of the two 
industries before deciding wheth- 
er to continue the bar or to ac- 
cept orders after that date.

He said prisons will accept no 
more Government orders. during 


the rest of this fiscal year which |’ 


ends July 1. Orders for fiscal 
1953 starting the same day will 
depend-.on the outcome of further 
conferences. 

Bennett said prisons are per- 
mitted to manufacture goods so 
long as the items do not go into 
regular trade channels. The prin- 
cipal objective, he said, is to pro- 
vide occupation for prisoners as 
well as to rehabilitate them 
through training. in a trade which 
would be of help to them upon 
their release.

CERTAINLY THE MISSOURI HUNTERS must 
be, on the average, a bunch of good woodsmen, 
due to experience during the past several years. 
Under the weather conditions which prevailed, 
plus the additional fact that these conditions were . 
more or less unexpected, it seemed not unlikely 
that we’d have a number of real disasters in the 
deer woods. ‘Hardships were suffered in some 
camps and a good many hunters had a tough time 
getting to shelter after the storm struck. Yet 
there was only one fatality; an elderly man who 
was a thoroughly seasoned hunter and working a 
territory with which he was familiar. He was 
hunting, however, in some of the roughest and 
wildest territory in the Ozarks where almost any- 
one could get lost in a storm and, once lost, would 
have a hard time getting out. There were many 
predictions that we’d have a lot of gun accidents 
because of the all-deer season; but these failed to 
materialize and Missouri continues its remarkable 
deer season safety record. There’s little doubt, 
however, that the high visibility made possible by 
the background of snow had much to do with this. . 
All in all, though we'll have to wait until next year 
for our saddle of venison, I’d say it was a success- 
ful season.

UST as the French, who are 
wine drinkers, originated the 
idea of using wine in cooking,

IF THE THOUGHT of fish 
cooked in beer strikes you as a 
little incongruous, just try it ac-- 
cording to this old German recipe.

How to Sit on the Floor

F course you do. not have

from it every day. But what 
a lugubrious spectacle a lass or a 
lady makes of herself when she 
doesn’t know how'to carry out the 
act with grace.

Leaky Faucets. 


DRIPPING faucet is respon- 
A sivie for keeping sensitive 

people awake at t, strain- 
ing plumbing fixtures and wast- 
ing water. Just one of these is 
reason enough for fixing said 
leaky faucet. 

Most of the faucets you find in 
the home today are compression 
type faucets, but they may be 
covered with so much trim and 
what-not that even their mother 
wouldn’t recognize them. 

To replace the worn washer in 
these faucets, turn off the water 
supply to the particular faucet. 
Place a piece of cloth around the 
large nut under the handle and 
unscrew the nut with a wrench. 
When the nut is free from the 
body of the faucet, turn the han- 


dle to open the faucet and keep 
turning until you can lift the 
handle and faucet spindle right 
out of the faucet body. 

At the end of the spindle you'll 
find a washer held in place by 
a,set screw. Remove the screw 
with a screwdriver and replace 
the washer with one the same 
size and shape. Be sure to use 
composition washers. 


Replace the set screw unless 
it’s so beat up that a new one 
should be inserted. Set the faucet 
spindle back into the body of the 
faucet and turn the handle until 
the spindle is back down in place. 
Now fasten the cap nut back 
down. 


The purpose of that piece of 
cloth around the cap nut is to 
prevent the wrench from messing 
up the finish.

-North’s rebid of his six-card 
spade suit was not notably suc- 
cessful! East opened the heart 
king, and when the smoke of 
battle had cleared, North was- 
down four tricks for an 1100-point 
penalty. 

When analysis disclosed that 
South probably would have gone 
down only one trick at his bid, 
there was an understandable 
coolness between the partners! 


.A 900-point saving is not to be 


brushed off! 

North, in his own defense, 
pointed virtually to the fact that 
he had held a six-card suit and 
only a singleton diamond, but 
this was a lame argument, in- 
deed! South’s two-diamond bid, 
directly over East’s takeout dou- 
ble, had been a clear announce- 
ment that he could not stand even 
a one-spade contract! 

This is the message that is so 
often ignored or misunderstood. 
Bids made directly over a double 
carry a different meaning from 
other bids; far from being forc- 
ing in nature, they are distinct 
warnings against a rebid of the 
same suit. In this case, as in most 
others, it was just_.as though South 
said: “Look! I don’t like spades, 
and I am afraid that if I pass 
the double, West may pass also, 
and you will be playing a dan- 
gerous contract. I can’t contrib- 
ute tricks to a spade contract, 
but I can take some tricks in 
diamonds.” 

In the light of this message, 
and despite his own dislike for a 
diamond contract, North should 
have realized that a spade rebid 
would be a case of jumping from 
the frying pan to the fire, The 
length of North’s spades was 
scarcely important considering 
that he had very few sure tricks 
in the suit.
